Un Sunday, 1 
spoke at considerable length in the Friends’ (Hicksite) 
meeting-boose at Bart, about five miles from Cbristiaoa— 
a queer lookiog boose that, like Topsy, appeared to have | 
“ growed,” and, in comparison with which, “ the most 
ancient heavens ’’.seemed just created. It is beautifully 
located, however, and we had a solid gatberiog. Oa 
retnrniag from the meeting, we passed near the spot— 
hereafter to be hiitorically famona, and ever an object of I 
curiosity to the passing traveller—where tbe Methodist 
slave-hunter, Gorsnch, from Maryland, was shot dead by 
one of his slaves whom be was attemptiog to arrest, and 
who succeeded In making their escape to Canada. It 
was Bnoker Hill and Lexington on a limited scale. I 
had the satisfaction to place my feet upon the threshold 
and to sit down in a room of the dwelling of Elijah 
Lewis, a most blameless and worthy member of the 
Society of Friends, who, with Castner Hanway, was| 
ruthlessly seized and conveyed to prison on the charge of 
“ TREASON,” where he remained “ in dnrance vile ” for 
several months. Posterity shall place both of these suf¬ 
ferers among “ those of whom theworld was not worthy.” 

<< Affliction is the wholesome soil of virtue, 

Where patience, honor, sweet bumanitjr, 

Calm fortitnde, take root and strongly floniiah.’ 

On Monday, lOtb, 1 proceeded on my way to Harris-1 
bnrg, where 1 was met at the depot by my old friend, 
Dr. W. Rutherford, and cordially welcomed to his resi¬ 
dence. He has been a subscriber to The Liberator for 
more than twenty years, and never flinched at bis post. A 
lecture from me had been advertised for that evening, bnt, 
as it was the eveoing before tbe day of tbe Btate election, 
when tbe political excitement was at fever heat, no 
appointment coold have been more nnpropitions. Besides 
this, a circus had come into the town that day; and a 
fat woman weighing several hundred pounds, three living 
male skeletons, and a huge boa constrictor, were on exhi¬ 
bition ! Moreover, the place has a large foreign popula¬ 
tion, wholly inaccessible, and the bluest kind of orthodoxy 
holds mastery over the popular mind. What chance bad 
the cause of four millions of imbruted slaves against snch 
odds ? My audience was the smallest I ever addressed on 
any occasion—some twenty-five persons; bnt I occupied

long since. Bnt in their letter to the Prndential Com¬ 
mittee of the Board dated March 31,1848, they said, 
Tbe Savior aod bis Apostles have not left any recorded 
example of their devoting themselves to the reformation 
of systematic civil wroogs, although many snch existed, 
where they lived and labored.” Again, “ We sboold be 
carefnl how we risk tbe spiritual interests committed to 
08 , by attempting to manage worldly ones, which 
given ns by the Savior.” 

Again, in tbeir reply to the Prudential Committee, 
“ We regard it as certain that tbe Apostles, who are onr 
patterns, did receive slaveholders to tbe commonioo of the 
Cbnrcb.|’ “ Nor wo we ever make (j a test of piety, or 
a condition of admission to the privileges of the Cbnrcb, 
that a candidate should express a determination not to 
live and die a slaveholder.” “ We regard it, therefore, as 
impossible to exercise discipline far tiu buying or selling 
of slaves, except in flagrant cases of manifest disregard to 
tbe welfare of the slave.” 

Again," It is impossible, in onr circumstances, to make 
a general rule that the separation of parents and chil¬ 
dren, by sale or purchau, shall be regarded as a disci¬ 
plinable offence.” 

In accordance with these principles, it does not appear, 
from anything ever published by the missionaries or the 
Board, that any slaveholder has ever been refosed admis¬ 
sion to tbe Obnreb, or that any slaveholder has ever been 
disciplined.

most of these bis Majesty addressed the representafives 
of tbe nobility, speaking chiefly of tbe topic of tbe day, 
the sitoatioD of tbe peasant clasi. Tbe Moscow corre¬ 
spondent of The Nord tiansmits some of the Emperor's 
addresses, which we translate. To tbe nobles of tbe 
governmeot of Tver the Emperor said 
“Gentlemen : I am happy to embrace the opportonity 
of expressing to tbe nobility of Tver my gratitude for 
its devotedoess and zealous readmess to contribate, 
like ail my other governroeots, as far as possible to tbe 
poblic weal. This yon proved to me doriog tbe late war, 
when yon formed your militia ; aod I have not forgotteo 
tbe sacriflees then made. I have now confided to yon a 
wofk—one of the most important for you and myself— 
the improvement of tbe cooditioo of tbe peasants. 1 
hope that yon will justify my confidence. It is for yoor 
delegates to occupy themselves with this importaot affair. 
Weigh the matter well, deliberate yourselves, and seek 
tbe means of regulating the new condition of the pea¬ 
santry according to each locality, aod in conformity inlb 
the principles anoonoced in my rescripts, in order that 
the resnlts may not entail inconvenience either upon them 
or yourselves. Yon know bow much I have your wel¬ 
fare at heart; but I hope, also, that the interest of yonr 
peasants is dear to yon. I have, therefore, tbe eonvio- 
lioD that yon will strive to have everything regolated in 
a maoDcr useful to the common interests of all. When 
yonr preliminary labors shall have terminated, tbe propo¬ 
sitions of the committeS will be presented to me by tbe 
miofetry, and I have already arranged for two members 
elected by this committee to attend tbe deliberations that 
will take place io tbe general committee assembled at St 
Petersbnrg, for the purpose of examining all the propo-1 
sitioos emanatiog from the several committees of the 
empire. It is imp«ible for ns not to proceed barmoni- 
onsly in onr acts, since onr sole desire is tbe general wel¬ 
fare of Russia. 1 leave yon with the firm conviction that 
you will justify my expectation and coofidence, and remain 
persnaded that yon will aid aod not impede me.” 

At Kostroma tbe Emperor spoke as follows : 

“ Geotlemeo: The govermeot of Kostroma_ 

oected with my faiLily by historical reminiscences, and we 
regard it as our cradle. I rejoice, therefore, that after ao 
ab^ce of twenty years, I again find myself among you. 
The reception of yesterday touched me deeply, and I 
thank you for tbe zeal with which you have amicipated 
my desire to improve tbe coodition of tbe peasaota 
This questioD, so seriously affecting Russia’s fntnre, moves 
me to tbe heart I hope yon will justily my expectation

Now, on endeavoring to analyze this atatenent, 
find, first, tbe pcsition of tbe misaioDories statta as 
of mneh difficulty and peril. Becood, the reasot of tbe 
peril, namely, religious oeighboriog bodies guilty of 
laoieotable defectioo from some of tbe first a^ most eli 
meotary ideas of Christian morality. Third, msre del 
nitely, ibis defectioo is represented as makibg Chriitianity 
the warrant for oppression, and Christ the mioister ol 
sio. 'i'bere is ootbiug to which we are at liberty to apply 
this innuendo, as tbe lawyers, we believe, term such a 
conot io aa iadictmeot, but only tbe sanction of slavery 
by those bodies as a Christian iostitation. 

Bat, 4lh, tbe missionaries are in amicable eccltsiastical 
relations with tboae religious bodies in tbe sdjoiniog 
States, tbe very bodies just indicted as gnilty of lelectioa 
Irom tbe first aod most elemantary ideas of (Eristiao 
morality. Here, then, is one soorce of peril and difficnlty. 
The missioDaries caooot be expected to sprak out in op¬ 
position to those ecdesiastical bodies, with wbtm they 
are in friendly relatioos, those bodies being in th« States 
from which tbe leading Choctaws are deriving their 
notions of civilization and of government. 

For, 5th, io those neighboring States, aod in tbe Choc¬ 
taw nation, tbe missionaries are watched by tbe a;boldeis 
of slavery, who, if tbe missioDaries did speak agaiast 
slavery, or set themselves with tbe Gospel in direct oppo:. 
sitioD to it, would expel them from the field of their 
labora They sire therefore io great peril and difficulty il 
they speak out. 

For again, 6tb, even as it is, they are charged by the 
eoemies of tbe Board and of tbe missiooaries with what 
are called, tn those regions, tbe dsogerous doctrines of\ 
abolUionism. Hence, slill more, tbe oecessity of a pin- 
. and of nut doing or saying anything which 
could expose them to that charge. But tbe preaching of I 
tbe Gospel against slavery would expose ttam to that 
charge, and bring npon them that peril, and would give | 
good reason to tbe enemies of tbe Board to acense them j 
of what are called tbe daogerous doctrioes of abolition- 
in tbe fore-front of thoee doctrioes stands the 
denuDcialioD of slavery as sin by the Word of God. 

Hence, 7th, in consequence of their prudent reserv 
the presence of such danger, they are at tbe same I 
charged in other qnarters with the guilt of silence in 
prraence of a great and hideous wickedness. 

The conclosion wonid seem to be that they are ___ 
most fettered, puzzled, helpless and forlorn of all tbe 
Lord’s servants that were ever sent forth to carry the 
Gospel where sio reigns. If they speak oat, they are io 
danger ; if they keep silence, they are in danger; peril 
and difficnlty encompass them on every side. What is 
to be done ? Their peril and perplexity are tbe peril and 
perplexity of the Board. 

Consequently, 8th, the Board should be relieved as 
irly as possible from these increasing embarrassments 
and perplexities. 

But, 9ih, in what way ? Shall there be any testimony 
borne against slavery? Shall the Word of God have 
free course and be glorified ? Nay, nay, let the missions 
there be given over to the home missionary patronage, 
with the white people of the adjacent States, and let the 
Board of Foreign Missions withdraw from that field. Jo 
that case the missions would come nnder the direct care 
of the religions and ecclesiastical bodies nearest neigh¬ 
boring, by whom tbej would be instructed and supported; 
and inasmuch aa slavebolding is now sauclioned, and 
always has been, in the Missionary Churches, there would 
o need of any change in that’direction. The rela- 
of the Mission Churches to that sin would still con¬ 
tinue as it has contioued ; only that the missionaries 
would no more be exposed to the reproach of guilt on 
account of their silence, and could carry on their work 
with the Gospel, nndisturbed, on the one side, by tbe np-

11 bat article itself took tbe place of tbe direct teatimooy 
of God’s Word against slavery, as being tbe sin of mao 
stealing, which testimony bad been expunged from “ Tbe 
Book,” by the Assembly of 1816. We have a letter to 
tbe editors of The New York Evangelist on this snbject, 
which is to be published, exhibiting tbe natnle of that 
expoDotioo, by which God’s Word was taken away, and 
man’s.word pat in its place, Tbe misaionarles, in deter¬ 
mining their principles, have consulted tbe Presbyterian 
testimony of eighteen bnodred and eighteen years after 
Christ, instead of God’s testimooy of 1490 years before 
Christ. Aod allbongb that article coDtaiossome general 
strong expressioDsagainst slavery, they are efifeclaally neo- 
tralized by its apologistic admissions io its behalf; and it 
closes with the following : 

“ We enjoin it on all charcb-sessions and presbyteries, 
under tbe care of this Assembly, to discoaoteoaoce, and, 
as far as possible, to prevent, all cruelty of whatever kind, 
in the treatment of slaves ; especially tbe croelty of sepa¬ 
rating bosband aod wife, parents aod childreo, and that 
which consists io selliog slaves to those who will either 
themselves deprive these nobappy people of tbe blessings 
of tbe Gospel or who will transport them to places where 
tbe Gospel is not proclaimed, or where it is forbidden to 
slaves to attend npon its iostitntions. And if it shall ever 
happen that a Christian professor io onr commnnion shall 
sell a dave who is also io commooion and good standing 
in OUT Chnreb, contrary to bis or her will and iaclinatioo, 
it ought immediately to claim tbe particniar attention 
of the proper chnreb judicature; and unless there be snch 
pecoliar circametances attending the case as can bnt sel¬ 
dom happen, it aught to be followed, witboot delay, by a 
snspeosioQ of tbe ofieader from all tbe privileges of the 
Church, till be repent, aod make all the reparation in his 
power to tbe iojured party,” 

Here it is to be noted that selling slaves is not regarded 
as a craelty per se, nor is selling slaves forbidden per se, 
bnt only to those who will deprive them of tbe Gospel, 
or carry them where it is either not proclaimed or is for¬ 
bidden. This is, in point of fact, admitting tbe traffic in 
slaves, nnrestricted ; for who would ever profem or 
acknowledge, io bnyiog a slave, that be ioteoded to 
deprive him of the Gospel, or to carry him to Pagan 
Africa ? 

Bat further, even the selling of a Christian slave by a 
Christian professor is not forbidden, noless contrary to 
bis or her will and ioclinalioo; and even the selliog of j 
snch a slave, so contrary, it ia asserted, may be wader suck 
peculiar circumstances as to jnstify it. Of coarse the 
bnyer and seller, the Christian parties in this diabolical 
traffic of Cbristiao bodies aod sonls, are to be the judges 
of the peculiar circumstances, and not the poor CbristiaD 
— himself, however violently tbe aile of him may

Satan’s contrivances, not God's; and they are such 
would sanction and sostain the whole gailt of slavery 
and the whole slave-trade, io all tbe avaricious and in- 
kuman fary with which it is ever driven ; for it is always 
diiven no^ very pecoliar circamstaoces. When tbe 
gcods of a professor of religion come under the sberifl’i 
attachment for debt, aod five or fifty Christian slaves an 
pat up at auction, tbe debts of the professor are very 
peculiar circumstances, that not only justify bis selling 
his daves, though contrary to their inclioation, bat re¬ 
quire him to do so ; require him, as a conscientious Chris¬ 
tian Dan, to do all he can toward the payment of his 
debts, ly selling at aactioo, to tbe highest bidder, tbe j 
bodies aod souls of his fellow-professors. 

Now ibis article of tbe General Assembly of 1818, 
being bebre the missionaries in 1855 for their guidance, 
it is no wiinder that under such guidance they added to 
their catefory of principles a second in the following 
terms, natmly : 

“ PrivaticD of liberty in holding of slaves is therefore 
not to be raslsed with things indifferent, but with those 
which, if- not made right by special justificatory cir- 
cnmstances, tod the intention ot the doer, are morally 
wrong.” 

Here we bale again the special plea of jnstificatory cir- 
cnmstanceg, and the private intention of the doer; open¬ 
ing a gate wide >^nongh for not only the defence, bnt the 
extension, not only of slavery, but of the slave-trade, 
through the whole length and breadth of our country, 
and that, too, 00 assumed Christian principles. 

But we are compelled to pause. I'he snbject is of tbe 
deepest possible interest, and of the greatest importance. 
It must inevitably discussed and investigated to the 
very bottom, and they are not tbe true friends of the 
Board who would stifle the investigation. They cannot 
stifle it, they cannot evade it. Our dnty to four millions 
of immortal beiogs, thrown npon our hands, and deprived 
of every right of humanity, and to millions on millions

'This is why 1 desired to distingoiab you, by 
receiving yonr delegates Cberemeteff and Potomkio, whom 
1 commisaiooed to coovey to you my thanks, when i 
quaiotiog you with my intentioDS aod wUhra. I have 
doubt they performed this their mission. As for me, i 
object, you koow, is tbe public good. Your task, io t 
grave qaestioo now peodiog, is to balaoce private io.. 
rrau with the welfare of all. Yet, I bear with regret 
that egotistic opinions are springiog up in yonr midst 
1 r^ret this, geotlemen. Belfisb views spoil everything 
that is good. Abandon them. I depend upon you. I 
hope they will no longer make their appearance, lor then 
only will tbe common cause make progress. 1 koow you 
have made real efforts aod considerably advanced tbe 
work. Continue! This day tbe term fixed for the 
labors expires, but, aa 1 koow that they arenot yet ended, 
1 have consented to prolong it to the Ist of October.

Confidiog in you, 1 hope you will justify my 
confidence. If you prepare this great work cooscieo- 
tioosJy and bring it to a happy issu^ yoa will give me a 
fresh proof of your attacbmeui, as likewise of your devo¬ 
tedoess, and especially of those disinterested efforts for 
which the Nijoi-Novgorodiaos have ever distinguished 
themselves, the public weal being tbeir end and s ' 
am happy, gentlemen, I repeat, at finding myself 
yon after an absence of twenty-one years.” 

At Moscow, where the measures proposed by the Em¬ 
peror bad not been very favcrably received, bis Majesty 


“ Geotlemen : I am always happy at being able to ad¬ 
dress thanks to tbe nobility ; but it is not in my nature 
to speak against my conseience. 1 always speak the 
irnlh, and, to my great regret, 1 this day caooot thank 
you. You may remember, two years ago,in this hall, 1 
spoke to you of the necessity of pioceediog, soom 
later, to the reform of those Jaws which r^alate i 
tude—a reform that must come from above, that it may 
not come from below. My words have been ill-under¬ 
stood. Since then, this reform has been the object of my 
constant soheitnde, and, having invoked the Divine bless¬ 
ing on my undertaking, I have commenced the work. 
When, at tbe request of the governments of SL Peters¬ 
burg aud Lithuania, my rescripts appeared, I expected, I 
coofess, that the nobility of Moscow would have been 
tbe Brat to answer my appeal But it was the nobles of 
Nijn'i-Novgorod who took the lead, and the government 
of Moscow figurra neither ia the second nor the third 
rank. I have lidt great sorrow at this, because I am 
proud of having been born at Moscow, because I always 
loved this city when heir apparent to the throne, because 
I still love it as my native city. I have fixed for you 
the bases of the relorm, and I shall never swerve from 
them.” 

Here the Emperor explained the fandamental princi¬ 
ples of the abolition of serfdom, as contained in his re¬ 
scripts, and continued as follows : 

“ I love the nobility ; I regard it as the first support 
of the throne. I desire the welfare of the people, but 
have no intention that it should be effected to your detri¬ 
ment ; but you yourselves, in your own interest, ought to 
endeavor to improve the cooditioo of the peasants. Re¬ 
member that all Russia has her eyes fixed on tbe govern¬ 
ment of Moscow. 1 am always ready to do for you all 
that lies in my power to do; give me, then, the possi¬ 
bility of espousing your interests. Do you understand 
me» gentlemen ? I have been told that the committee

Bat tbe fact of owning serfs constitutes no barrier what¬ 
ever against the imperial power. Never, on any occasion 
could the nobles, as a body or icdividnally, have relied fo^ 
such a barrier on their serfs. Even tbe most abject of 
the enslaved class have always been permeated with tbe 
religions conviction that tbe Czar absorbs completely, 
acd without limit, the power of tbeir owners. Tbe rich¬ 
est and most powerful Bossiau magnate could have been, 
and can still be, seized aud dispo^ of by tbe Czar at 
pleasure, without his serb being aware of it He coold be 
taken from them before their eyes without tbe least chance 
on bis part to excite an upriaiog among them in bb favor. 
Moreover, tbe richest serf-owoers are, to a certain extent, 
a^ntees, not residing generally among tbeir serfs; and, 
what IS equally pertinent to tbe qaestion here considered, 
the larger estates never form a concentrated group. Thus, 
for example, Sbermeteft’a serfs, nomberiog more than 
120,000, and those of tbe family Slrogoooff, numbering 
from 60,000 to 80,000, are each scattered and divided 
nnder different governmeols, aod in different regions of 
tbe empire. Aod the same is the case with tbe serfs of 
every other opulent proprietor. 

2. Serfdom was abolished in Proasia in 1800, by the 
father of tbe present king ; and also six or seven years 
previous to the iron yoke of Napoleon, the period aasigo^ 
by The Tribune. A considerable part of ancient Poland, 
belonging at that time to Prussia, peasants became thus 
emancipated. Subsequently, landed properly wassecored 
to the enmocipated peasantry ont of the lands possessed 
by the nobles. Many years were requiied to carry out, 
iu an orderly and thorongh manner, this last measure, aod 
it was interrupted, not stimulated, by the war of 1812. 

3. Alexander 1. attempted tbe emancipation of serfs at 
a time of peace, a few years previoas to the war of 1812. 
Daring the war he did not encourage the peasantry with 
any promises. 

4. No incr^ise of taxation, hot, on the other hand, a 
partial reduction, succeeded to the Crimean war. 

6. Duriug the Crimean war no promises of emancipa- 
tioD were held ont to tbe rustics. 

6. Nicholas gave np his iaclinatioo to cmaccipate serfs 

preuiousljj to 1848-9. ^ 

7. In justice to human natore, credit d^ht to be given 
even to kings and czars, when, yielding to tbe noblest 
incentives, they attempt great aod beneficent reforma If 
tbeir good actioos are to be ascribed to statesmanship 
alooe, history also shows that trne stalesmaosbip is geoe- 
rated only Io a mind clear-sighted, lolly and all-embraciog, 
and such a miad is always accessible to the generous 
impnlses of humaoity. 

8. A large number of Russian nobles—especially tbe 
great ones, grumblers by custom, aod parading a cheap 
liberalism—I koow, complain of serfdom, and throw all 
tbe blame on the autocracy.

Tbe history of tbe development of natioaa io Europe 
shows that at certain epochs, and for tbe auspicious solu- 
lioD of certain vital questions, a dictatorial power has 
been the only adequate instrument. It ia to be wished 
that Alexander 11. may avail himielf of it, wielding that 
power for the realization of a measure which he seems to 
have more at heart than many of his most infloeolial

Before tbe admission of Miooesota, at tbe last session 
of CoogresB, there were sixteen free aod fifteen slave 
States. The white population of tbe former, by tbe ceo- 
^ of 1850, was 13,238,670 ; aod of tbe latter, 6 412,606. 
Tbe total population of tbe free States was 13.434 686 : 
and the free population of the slave States was 6 412 606 

The sixteen free Stales have in tbe United States 
Broaie'thirty-two members; and tbe fifteen slave Slates 
Dividing the fiee popnlatioo of each seclioo by 
its number of Seoators, it will be seen that each Senator 
from the free States represents 419 834 free ciiizens; 
while each one from the slave Stales represents only 
213,420. 

The Honse of Represeotatives in Congress consists of 
234 meml^rs—144 from the free and 90 from the slave 
States. Stating it io ronnd oombers, thirteen million 
free citizens in the silteen fiee States are represented by 
144 members—ninety tbooaand to each Representative; 
aod six millioQ free people io tbe fifteen slave Siatea are 
represented by nioety members—sixty-six ihousaod to 
each Bepreseotative. 

• Tbe difference between the free population of tbe two 
aectioDS and tbeir representation ariaes from tbe fact that, 
in determinating tbe ratio of repreaeotation to which each 
State is entitled, five slaves are reckoned equal to three 
free citizens. There are in the slave States, by the last 
census, 3,200,304 slaves. 

These ate reckoned, in fixing tbe ratio of representatioo 
from each State, equal to 1,920,182 2-5 free citizens, 
tjuch is the represeotation accorded to what is called 
slave property. That pro^ty fe reprraeuted in the 
National Legislatnre, but is not, according to the pro¬ 
slavery ioterpretation of tbe Coostitniioo, entitled to 
citizenship. 

If slave property bad not this representation, the num¬ 
ber of Representatives from the free States would be 159 
instead of 144; and from tbe slave States, 75 instead of 
90. This would be a gain of thirty in favor of tbe free 
States, making their representation more than double 
that of ibe slave States. 

Were such a change made, Kentucky, Lonisiana, North 
Carolina, and I’enoessee, would each lose.one Representa¬ 
tive ; Alabama,Georgia, Virginia,and Mississiopi, would 
each lose two ; and South Carolina, three.' Illinois, 
Indiana, Maine, Michigan, and New Hampshire, would 
each gam one ; Ohio aud Pennsylvania would eacb gam 
no ; and New York three. .
